vrard uucl carrying down every soul on 
board, except three, lies off tho north- 
v.-er;t ex!it-mity of Franco and forms 
the corner around which vessels from 
the sotith turn into tho English channel 
after crossing 
tho bay of 
Biscay. 


"Ushent"~is. the Anglicized form of 
"Ouessant," the French name. Pliny 
calls tho island "Uxantis," and tha 
Britona know it as "Enes Henssa,' 
vrhich means "The Isle of Terror." I 
vrell deseires tho Celtic name. 


The inhabitants of Ushaut aro a hardy 


race, the men all ilshermeu and seamen 
tho vromen all tillers of the rocky soil 
Tho latter on high days and holidays 
still often display their ancient costume 
with its flat coif, which strikingly re 
cnlls tho feminine headgear of southern 
Italy, 
and •whence, their dark hail 


streams in freedom below their waists 
Within tho last quarter of a century a 
breed of ponies still roamed in semi 
wilclness over a large part of the island, 
and for centuries the inhabitants thorn 
solve:-] were looked upon as savages. De 
barred, often for long weeks at a time, 
from ;iny intercourse with tho main- 
land, ih.,7 certainly led very primitive 
lives. But r.t tho same timo they pre- 
served tho primitivo virtues, and hon- 
esty and hospitality have ever been, ar- 
ticles of faith among them. 


Lo.'-ing year by year, with unfailing 


regularity, a score or two of their own 
kith and kindred in tho treacherous 
waters around their isle, their sympa- 
thies have always been with those 
whom shipwreck has imperiled. Several 
of tho Breton islands have notoriously 
harbored communities 
of 
wreckers, 


but the people of TT.vh.ant have again 
and again distinguished themselves by 
their efforts to savo distressed vessels 
or their crews. 


Whenever ono of tho islanders is lost 


at sea, a touching ceremony, called "the 
proella" ia performed. The relatives 
and friends of the deceased carry to his 
house a small wooden cross, over which 
tho clergy repeat the prayers for the 
dead, as if this symbol were the corpse 
itself, 
Thou the cross bearer, who, 


whenever practicable, is the godfather 
of the defunct (this again a touching 
instance of .symbolism), incloses it in a 
coffer, and, followed by all the mourn- 
er:!, deposits it at the foot of a statue of 
St. Pol Anrelinn, the patron of tho isle. 
A f ew years ago a hnadredor so of these 
oofs'ers conld be seen assembled around 
tho statue. 


Ushant is known to history. As early 


as 13S8 an English expedition lauded 
on the island and ravaged it with fire 
and sword. Then, in 1778, its waters 
witnessed the much criticised uavaren- 
gageineut between Koppei and d'Or- 
villiers, which English histories usually 
describe as a drawn battle, whereas the 
French invariably claim it as a decisive 
victory. Finally, 1G years later, TJEhaut 
saw tho "glorious first of June," when 
Lord Howo certainly chattered the 
French ships of wai- commanded by 
Villarct-Joyense, but at the- same time 
signally failed to prevent the large fleet 
of French merchantmen, on whoso ar-

tember were admitted to seats in the 
National Convention. Now the faction 
whose delegates were denied seats in 
the National Convention claims to be 
the legitimate, rightful heir of the olc 
Democratic party and that its Centra! 
Committee alone has authority to ca! 
a State Convention and nominate a 
State ticket. So much in reference to 
the conditions of both factions; now as 
to the facts. 


In 1892 a Democratic State Conven 


tion, the last in which the Democracy 
of all parts of the State were repie 
sented, was held at Wiunemacca Tba 
convection appointed a State Centii 
Committee of thirty-eight members, o 
which H. Hams, now Melter aud Ke- 
flner in the mint, was elected Chan 
man 
Subsequently tho committee 


met in Carson City, v/hen a proposi 
tiou wis made to nominate Presidents 
Electors. 
The proposition was de 


feated, only nine of the committee 
favoring it. These nine withdrew from 
the meeting and nominated electois 
wtio received 715 votes in the S'ate, ant 
have since claimed to be the regular 
committee and to have the exclusive 
authority to act for the party m Ne- 
vada. 
Now this faction, though its 


representatives were not recognized by 
the National Convention, claims to be 
the regular Democratic party of Ne- 
vada and assert that its ticket is the 
only one that can be placed on the 
official ballot, basing the claim on the 
fact that the other faction had no tkkei 
m the field at the election m 1894, the 
Secretary of State, who was then a Ro- 
pnblican, refusing to place the ticket 
on the official ballot. 
As the title 


of both to the Democratic inheritance 
is somewhat cloudy, one having been 
recognized by the Secretary of State, a 
Republican, and the other by the Na- 
tional Democratic Convention, and 
neither having over 7 per cent of the 
vote of the State, the sensible course 
for both committees to pursue is to 
unite in a call for a State Convention 
That done, if either has authority the 
nominees of such convention would be 
entitled to a place on the

ballot. If the leaders of one of the 
factions are solicitous about the valid- 
ity of the electoral ticket, as is alleged 
by Mr. -I. R. Ryan in a card published 
in the Virginia Chronicle, & convention 
called by the committees of both fac- 
tions would relieve their minds on that 
subject and prove their sincerity. The 
people of this State are for Bryan for 
President and they will take no chances 
of endangering his election to further 
the personal ends of either faction of 
the Democratic party.

Flora was their pride and her accom- 


plishment of the highest honors in the 
profession which she had chosen was 
the hope of not only those who were 
near and dear to her, but of all Retro, 
'or the announcament of her successes 
on the operatic stage from time to 
.ime have always been received with 
pleasure by all who knew her here as 
well as throughout the State. All felt 
lhat she was a Nevadan and a sister of 
oui people. 


From her early childhood she was a 


favorite, full of life, of a lovable dispo- 
sition, over ready to enter into the 
sports of her schoolfellows and sym- 
pathize with them in their childish

As she grew to womanhood 


the rare talent that she possessed at- 
tracted attention and her services were 
freely given to church entertainments 
and home concerts, or in any affair 
where her grand voice would give 
pleasure to fuends or aid in any good 
cause.

suming class, have pulled in their 
Leads like the turtle and are living on 
the proverbial wind. 
Men are cheap, 


money is dear. 
The great, centralized, 


capital-controlled monopolies of this 
country have diawn to themselves an 
undue share of influence in the finan- 
cial world. 
Our medium of exchange 


is at tfioir beck and cal]. 
The scarcer 


that medium is, the greater their in- 
fluence and the lighter, the small and 
non-centralized industries are driven 
to tho wall. Farming is an industry of 
the. latter kind. 
The farmers are not 


gathered together in groat combines. 
Each one sells independent of the 
other. This works a disadvantage. 


After harvesting the farmer finds 


hinvelf in debt qud badly in need of 
money. He determines to sell hia eio;>, 
but finds when ho cues to do PO that 
there are many others trying to do th)9 
same thing and that it is hnid to get 
money interested in his special indua- 
tiy. 
Becoming alaftna.l at ttso compe- 


tition which would be only normal 
when money was plentiful, and realiz- 
ing the extreme scarcity of the cii culat- 
ing medium he asks less and less for 
his crop. 
After consummating a sale 


he finds that the proceeds will not pay 
his debts. 
Now is th.e gold holder's 


chance. 
The farmer must borrow, the 


hoarder haa the money, the loan is 
made, the clinking of the coin as it 
leaves the hoarder's hands proclaims 
to the world another mortgage born. 
For the use of this money he pays an 
appreciated interest because he bot« 
rowed an appreciated dollar. 
The in- 


terest and tha mortgage becomes a 
burden from which the farmer cannot 
free himself. 
Each havesting time he 


finds himself ia greater need than be- 
fore. 
Constantly increasing sacrifices 


are made to meet hia business oblige* 
tions. 
He cuts his employe's wages, 


goes in ragged clothes and finally 
ends a bankrupt. 
He has learned one 


thing that when a strong centralized 
and a strong nncpntralized industry 
are competing for the use of a certain 
article the former 13 certain to win. 
Again, farmers, do not forget that 
scarcity and hoarding of money go 
hand in band, the one'reacts upon the 
other. 
Scarcity increases 
hoarding 


and hoarding increases scarcity. You 
have not only the factor of scarcity to 
engage your attention, but the far 
more serious fact that with our present 
monetary system you are placing yonr- 
selves in the hands of the hoarder 
who can intensify the scarcity of 
money to suit his own •avorioioua 
tastes. 


European finance is controlled by 


these bloated 
parasites.

It is a cnrions fact that many of the 


great speeches which gave immortality 
to tho orators who'made them were de- 
livered in comparatively small rooms 
and to small audiences. When Webster 
made his great argument in the Dart- 
month college case, aside from the bar 
and the'officials in charge of the room, 
there wore not 60 persons present, and 
yet many believe that he spoke to lis- 
tening senators and other high officials. 


When we read of Patrick Henry's 


wonderful display of eloquence, we see 
in onr mind's eye a spacious room and 
an immense crowd of people listening 
to bis burning words with almost 
breathless attention. 
But, in truth, 


many of these speeches which quickened 
or changed the march of events were 
delivered in a small rooni and to a few 
hearers—never more than 150. "Cottld 
it have been here, in this oaken chapel 
of 50 pews," wrote Hosmer, the gifted 
author of "Sprondro," "that Patrick 
Henry delivered the greatest and best 
known of all his speeches? Was it hero 
that ho uttered those words of doom so 
unexpected, and then .so unwelcome, 
'We must fight?' Even here. But the 
words were spoken in a tone and man- 
ner worthy the men to whom they were 
addressed, and who were so impressed 
with them that for several moments 
they were almost awestricken. 
It was 


only when the voice of Richard Henry 
Lee, that other matchless Virginia ora- 
tor, who rose to second the words of 
Henry, rang through the room that they 
were called back to themselves." 


Seward's speech in defense of Wil- 


liam Freeman was undoubtedly the 
greatest and most brilliant effort of his 
professional life. It did for him more, 
perhaps, than the conduct of any case 
has given any other in the state of New 
York in perpetuating his name. And yet 
the audience that listened to him was 
less than 130 in number. A friend ex- 
pressed some surprise that an argument 
of so much power, learning and elo- 
qnenco should- have attracted so few 
listeners. "My dear sir," said Seward, 
"my audience was iu no sense limited. 
The civilized world was my • audience. 
Posterity will hear it, and generations 
unborn ^viil praise or censure it from 
the different standpoints in which they 
•will view it. I did not make it for a 
part of 'the madding crowd's ignoble 
strife.

adoption of the federal currency. 3n
